INCOMPETENT SURGERY 



Any man with the degree of M.D. is 
at present legally competent to per- 
form major operations In surgery. 
That this Is wrong, and that It should 
no longer be permitted, Is the opinion 
of the Clinical Congress of Surgeons of 
North America, recently assembled In 
the city of New York. This body, de- 
scribed by the New York Sun (Novem- 
ber US) as "the greatest assembly of 
surgeons In American history," went 
on record In favor of requiring that 
every physician In the l.'nited States 
and Canada shall have been recogniz- 
ed and registered as a competent sur- 
Koon before he is allowed lo perform 
surgical operations. The resolutions 
propose that colleges and other appro- 
priate authorities be vested with the 
power to award supplementary de- 
grees to physicians qualified for sur- 
gical work and that the standard be 
set by national legislation. Dr. Frank- 
lin H. Martin, of Chicago, introduced 
the resolutions, und In support of them 
he said: 

"I believe that this largest organiza- 
tion of surgeons on the American con- 
tinent should assume the responsibility 
and the authority for standardizing 
surgery. This can begin at once by 
this body authorizing the appointment 
of a thoroughly representative com- 
mittee, which committee shall have 
the power to act alone or In conjunc- 
tion with other committees Invited to 
Join them, along the following lines: — 

"It should formulate a minimum 
. standard of requirements which 
should be possessed by any authorized 
graduate in medicine who Is allowed 
tp perform Independently operations In 
general surgery or any of its special- 
ties 



"The committee should consider the 
desirability of listing the names of 
those men who desire to practice sur- 
gery and who come under the author- 
ized requirements. 

"The committee should seek a 
moans of legalizing under national, co- 
lonial, stale, or provincial law a dis- 
tinct degree supplementing the medic- 
al degree, which shall be conferred up- 
on physicians possessing the require- 
ments recognized by this law ns neces- 
sary to be possessed by operating sur- 
geons. 

"It should seek co-operation with 
the medical schools of the continent 
which have the right to confer the de- 
gree of M.D. under the recognized 
standards and should authorize those 
colleges lo confer the supplementary 
degree of .surgeon on such of their gra- 
duates as have, In addition lo their 
medical course, fulfilled the necessary 
apprenticeship in surgical hospitals, 
operative laboratories, and actual ! 
opcratory surgery. 

"The committee should authorize 
and popularize the use of this title by 
men upon whom It Is conferred, and 
Its use should especially be urged in all 
directories of physicians In order that 
i the laity as well as the medical man 
can distinguish between the men who 
! have and the men who have not been 
authorized to practise surgery. 

"I believe thnt the time has come for 
a concerted action on the part of the 
great body of thinking surgeons on this 
continent to insist that the surgeon of 
the future shall not only be thoroughly 
educated In the science of. medicine; 
but that he shnll have « thorough 
training In the technic of niirgcry un- 
der the direction of a practical surgeon 
before he is legally or morally allowed 
to operate upon the public."

McGill's oldest undergraduate society commences another sea- 
son to-night, and the executive have taken steps which should ensure 
the most successful year in the "Lit's" long and useful career. Dr. 
Leacock, the speaker of the evening, is, as everyone knows, promin- 
ent as Canada's most versatile author and lecturer, and the subject 
of His speech alone. "How to pass examinations," ought to be suffi- 
cient to ensure a record-breaking attendance. 

At every University on this continent and in the British Isles, 
the Literary and Debating Society plays an important part in under- 
graduate life. Here students meet to learn the rudiments of the art 
of oratory, and to discuss the public questions of the day. At its 
meetings also, essays on interestingly educational subjects are read, 
and in this way undergraduates who take an interest in political and 
other questions of importance, and also those desiring to become 
proficient in public speaking, come together to enjoy the benefits 
which such a gathering must confer. 

It is difficult to realize the enormous advantages to be derived 
from an active membership in this organization. At McGill, as at al- 
most any other University, arc gathered a large number of men all 
having the same object, namely — to obtain education. It is only na- 
tural that those, who, from the fact that they are attending a Uni- 
versity at all must necessarily be of a thoughtful turn of mind, 
should be able to regard any question of the day with a measure of 
intelligence and open-mindedncss. For such men the Literary So- 
ciety opens up a wide field of opportunity. No better illustration of 
this fact than that given the other day by Dr. Leacock, can be 
found. Dr. Leacock contrasted the position of a student at McGill 
to that occupied by a young man in some small town, where oppor- 
tunities for intelligent discussion were few; and pictured the feeling 
of envy which such a man would experience on learning of a place 
where fifteen-hundred students who were able to meet regularly 
and hold discussions, were assembled. 

Public questions, however, arc not the only ones which it is 
possible to discuss at the society's meetings. Students in the differ- 
ent faculties are attending McGill for the purpose of obtaining a 
knowledge of the several departments of human learning. Most of 
these men intend to become specialists along certain lines after gra- 
duation, and are at present acquiring information which will fit them 
for the particular profession they have chosen. Some are studying 
engineering or architecture; some surgery and medicine; some law, 
and others are engaged in a wider and more general range of studies. 
The "Lit" gives all these men an opportunity of discussing the sub- 
ject in which they take the greatest interest and on which they should 
naturally be best-informed, with their fellow-students. Much may 
be learned in this way. Undergraduates pursuing the same course of 
study are enabled to discuss their favorite subject with one another to 
their mutual benefit. Students in different faculties may also bene- 
fit from intercourse with each other. Future lawyers or doctors can, 
through attendance at the "Lit," impart some interesting information 
on their particular specialties to the engineering student, while the 
latter may return the favor by giving a discourse on a scientific sub- 
ject. In this way the students of one faculty may learn what is being 
done elsewhere at the University and their knowledge, instead of 
being confined to one particular branch, can be made wider in its 
scope and more useful accordingly. Not only could the Literary So- 
ciety be utilized in this way as an educational field, but would also 
tend towards unity in the undergraduate body by the elimination of 
faculty division. 

The Literary and Debating Society, in spite of its numerous 
good points, however, has not as yet received the recognition and 
support which it undoubtedly deserves. Its active members arc 
drawn principally from the two final years in Arts and even these 
are not numerous. Why this should be the case it is difficult to say. 
Perhaps the average undergraduate imagines that the society's discus- 
sions are too heavy and difficult to follow, or it may be that suffi- 
cient publicity has not been given to the announcements or reports of 
its meetings. If the latter is the case, co-operation between the offi- 
cers of the "Lit" and the "Daily" is all that is necessary to remedy 
the condition. If the former is the reason, the students should be 
immediately disabused of the idea. The throngs which packed the 
Union Hall at every sitting of the Mock Parliament last year prov- 
ed that the Undergraduates arc always eager to turn out for a de- 
bate which promises to be of interest, and once it becomes apparent 
that an interesting and instructive evening may be spent at the "Lit," 
a large attendance of members will be assured. Every undergraduate 
who pays the Universal Fee is a member of the society and is privil- 
eged to attend its meetings, Once the numerous advantages to be 
derived from a regular arjd active attendance are realized there will 
be no lack of interest in McGiJl's Literary and Debating Society.
